Panics and Prcdilcctious, 

The olandoBline treaty which ia so 
largely disonpying tbo attaniiQn of Eu- 
rope at the present momont is chiefly 
YmDOrtsni in B^^^ as it may be rogard- 
ei-tkB thSHndex to the mind and will— 
tbennmlrMiftnd'plans of the Emperor 
of the French. That the treaty ia of 
French origin may safely bo assumed. 
OA-II the diBolaimera and protestatiqns of 
Ollivier can never divoat it of the Na- 
poleonio ImpreBB.' When the present 
alfficSty'fitBtiirolte out the world was 
puzzled to*3iB«oVer anyiMalcauBe^f war. 
Spain was a sovereign and independent 
nation, aad might beprcBumod to have, 
equally with Franco or any other inde- 
poiideut nution, the right of choosing a 
monarch. Spain WftS uo ward, no des 
pondotit of France/ and it was surely 
not for the elect of Prance, the great 
political engineer of plebiscites, to dony 
to hfer' the right of cLoosing her own 
monnrch, When to this was added tho 
pronipL and full diachumer'pul forth by 
Prussia as to any conueotion with, or 
rosponsibiiity for, the candidacy of 
Prince Leopold, it became quite iinpoe- 
fiible to accept the Spanish quoBtiou as 
tho real French grievance. The true 
reason is to bo found in q couibinaticin 
of circuHiblauces which tho clniidcslino 
treaty, lliut l)iis been drugged into day- 
iighl ui a mompQt most inoouvenient 
for Napoleon, will greatly aid in ex- 
plaioiDg. It matiors comparalively 
littio now, however, what were ibo pre- 
cise circumstances uud motives that im- 
pellod Kapoleou to Beoli a war witb 
Prussia at the risk of invoUing all 
Europe in the airoggJe. That he has 
not hesitated to assuihfe all) the terrible 
reBponBibillwea Involved in such a Blep 
•Tias "DoW become a inalter of history. 
Let us glance at the iinmediaie parties 
to this most ut juatifidbioand unchristian 
fltrif'e. Prussia cun in all probability 
put more Boldiars iu the field than France 
— tbut is, more fighting men, and she 
can- nlace in their bands, as it would 
appear, a more deadly weapon. Iu mili- 
tary tuctio* they are probably about 
equal. But PriisMa will possess that ud- 
vuntiigo which luind possesses over 
matter. Every male subject between 
the ogos of twdniy and fifty ia not 
ionly a Boldier but n. scholar. In this 
respect Prussia possetses a system pe- 
culiar to herself; at;d it will bo found 
that 'liitelli^cnco ia Power' in the 
battle-field, aB well as everywhere else. 
In fi mill CPS— the sinews of war.— Prossia 
..will pofspss an advantage over* her an- 
tBgoni8t..i GChe ..public debt of Frunoe 
•ia considerably over two billion and a 
half dollars; that of Prussia fulls under 
a quarter of a billion ! Tho question 
of generalship ie ojio upon which 
wo do not; caro to ^venture a de- 
cided opiuioa at the present time, Thiat 
Prussia is not defioient in thai import- 
ant respect recent cveotSr sufficicuily 
testily. Half u century of comparative 
peace loaves us without equal means of 
jadginj; l^-tince; yet it is lair to siiy that 
she hus'^novcr been tound deficient in tiiis 
respect. Thus it would appear tli it, 
npon land Prussia onirht, to be rather 
more than a match for France, provided 
German unity endures. Lot us; see how 
they stand on old OJean : Franco has a 
powerful navy. On the lat of January 
of laHt vL'ur It wus oomposcd of 55 iron 
Bcrew steal-. ers, carrying 1.032 guns ; 
833 noii.ironclud sorew eteamors, c^rry- 
ioc. 2.618 gtinsi 51 wheel steamers 
cirryini: llO gmtn ; 100 poiling vessels, 
oaTrying.914 guns. Total, 43U voasols, 
carrying- 4.680 guns, Iu addition to ttie^e 
tii'ercwere in cour.-o of oonstrnctiou 8 
Bcrew ironclad steamers, with 69 guns 
and 33 uon*iroaclad Bleamer^, with Hi 
guns. The F/ench naval force consiits 

•of .72.4^6 m°' i-"'"^'''*. ^'^^ y'''"'" 
ago, waa contemptible ou tho soas. Da- 
ring recent venrs she has made marvel- 
lous btiides', and is now a formidable 
naval power— .^o much so tha'. Bismarck 
Jias been uDubled ruconllj to assort.thal 
tho Pfua.iau iiuvy i.s now second to none 
00 the Baltic Sea. Sinoo 1800 voafiol 
after vessel has been rapidly huincbod, 
aiid,a'thout;b siill very far behind Fr.uico, 
in so fur aa the nuiiibor ol men, guns 
and sliipa are concui-ned, her navy is 
quite foruiidivblo indeed, and i6 beiug 
increased a- rapidly na human efforts 
will adttit of. According to the luteal 
returuH the 'fleet of Prussia was com- 
posed of 09 ycsboIb, oarryiDg 637 guns. 
Tlio vcflsoLs i:i coiiHiiission are manned 
by 5 Ol':^ sailor.s. 737 ongineers, 370 oar- 
p'nteiM and mecbunics, 192 warrant 
olli'io s.uud 255 oiiicers. In addition to 
these thoro ia a resorvo ot 4 156 men, 
which can bo called upon at any time, 
and ft seooiid reserve, called see wekr, 
wbieli lu'ti only in lime of war, and may 
bo iransliitod sea militia.

On this point, uaaa well as upon luoal 
others uooueoted witb the war, ihe news 
wbioh. has reached us ia too coutrndiotory, 
and liniatelligible lu be ot muoh uas tur 
saoh a parpoie. li ia staiod that so far ua 
our owD, nation is cooceraed, botb popu- 
liir an'd oBScinl feeling ijoeg with' Prnaeia,

He 
ijiought abuuc a war between Aaatria and 
Italy, and Mapoleuu's ttoopa foui>hl. ugaiost 
Frauois Joseph'* soldiers, becau so the former 
hud the Province of Nice to gam, and put 
Vioter EaiininLl under obliyaiions to hina 
With Hueli a tcoro scandm^ agaiual Franee, 
it is Uifiiiiull to tee why Austria uhould take 
ony part ia the pn-Heui nlrugyie; and it ia 
out impoaiible-^bai the udviee ol Barou Von 
beuet mfiy prevail upon the Emperor ol 
AuslriafVwho' Is atso/KlDg of Hungary, to 
eland aloof. The powerfal Bepablic irbiob' 
divides the eoiitiuent- with us, oeeupies a pe- 
ouii^i po.siiiou in rola;ion to tha present war. 
Fr.inoi) doubilosH won the tirrvenl grutl- 
tuda of Aineiicaus in I heir niiinorahle eirugijle 
ioi iTdeptndenco ; but it may be qaaationod 
wheiiier that w,ii not lully oouatei vailed by
